Employes Find Body of 


77-Year-Old- Bachelor 


—Father, Brother, Sis- 
ter Shot Selves in 
Earlier Years. 


Charles A. Lemp, former first 
vice president and treasurer of 
the William J. Lemp Brewing Co., 
shot and killed himself early to- 
day in the 87-year-old Lemp fam- 
ily mansion, 3322 South Thirteenth 
street. He was 77 years old, and 
had suffered from nervousness in 
recent weeks. 

The bedroom in which his body 
was found, shortly after 8 o’clock 
this mo , adjoins the library 
room in which, in 1922, his older 
brother, William J. Lemp Jr., 
president of the brewing firm, 
shot and killed himself. Both 
brothers were born in the house. 
Their father, William J. Lemp Sr., 
head of the brewing company in 
the years when it was the second 
brewery in size in St. Louis, shot 
and killed himself, also in the 
home, in 1904. 

A sister of Charles and William 
J. Lemp Jr., Mrs. Elsa Lemp 
Wright, shot and killed herself 
in March 1920 at her home in 
Hortense place. 

It was related at that time when 
W. J. Lemp Jr. arrived at his sis- 
ter’s home after her suicide, his 
first remark was, “This is the 
Lemp family for you.” 

Body and Note Found. 

Charles Lemp, a bachelor, was 
accustomed to eat breakfast in 
~ his bedroom, the food being left 
on a tray in the large library 
room adjoining. This morning 
Mrs. Lena Bittner, the cook, 
placed the breakfast tray as usual, 
and later saw that it had not 
heen touched. She called her hus- 
band, Albert Bittner, who entered 
the bedroom and found the body. 

A bullet wound was in the right 
temple, and a revolver was near 
the right hand. The body was 
clad only in a shirt. A note found 
in the room, dated last evening, 
read: 

“In case I am found dead, blame 
it on no one but me. 

CH. A. LEMP.” 

It was stated this afternoon that 
cremation had taken place, and 
that there would be no announce-

When the national prohibition | 
amendment and Volstead law went 
into effect in 1920, the Lemp Co. 
did not attempt to keep its organ- 
ization, as some other brewing 
concerns did. It sold the Falstaff 
trademark, and sold much of its 
realty, taking a heavy loss. The 
plant site, which has been valued 
at $7,000,000, brought less than 
$600,000. 

Charles Lemp continued to look 
-after remaining realty holdings. 
Until World War Il interfered with 
travel, he made annual voyages to 
various parts of the world. He 
wos chief owner of the East St. 
Leuis, Columbia & Waterloo elec- 
tric line before it went out of busi- 
ness in 1932. 

He is survived by a brother, Ed- 
win A. Lemp, who is in the in- 

estment business, and a sister, 
irs. Hilda Lemp Pabst of Mil- 
waukee, widow of Gus Pabst. The 
Pabst-Lemp wedding, uniting two 
of the nation’s largest brewing 
f-milies; was a notable event of 
1897.

The four-lane superhighway to 
Berlin from the western zones 
will be opened at the same time 
as the rail line. 

Western Berlin’s Mayor Ernest 
Reuter ordered the black, red and 
gold flag of the new west Ger- 
man republic be flown on street 
cars and busses. 

In addition to the trains getting 
ready to enter Berlin; barge own- 
ers in Hamburg announced that 
boats capable of carrying 60,000 
tons of supplies were standing by 
to resume shipments to Berlin on 
the Elbe-Havel river. Barges also 
were waiting in Hamburg for re- 
sumption of traffic with Czecho- 
— as soon as the blockade 
ends.

FORD AND UNION 
RESUMING. TALKS 
ON ENDING STRIKE 


Motor Firm Head Accepts 
Reuther Plan.on Nego- 
tiations but Rejects De- 
bate Proposal.

DETROIT, May 10 (AP)—The 
Ford strike, in which 65,000 men 
are idle and that many more face 
lay-offs, was carried to the peace 
table today. On the sixth day of 
the “speed-up” deadlock, manage- 
ment and teh CIO United Auto 
met this ,afternoon to seek a so- 
lution. 

In keeping with other events of 
this first major labor battle in a 
year in the auto industry, the 
agreement to negotiate came yes- 
terday with dramatic suddenness. 

Young President Henry Ford II, 
acting swiftly, accepted a pro- 
posal for talks from President 
Walter Reuter of the union. 

The two acted as strike-caused 
layoffs in Ford and supplieg firms 
already were mounting into the 
thousands. 

A full 40,000 more Ford work- 
ers face idleness within a week if 
the strike is not settled. Ford has 
said it may have to shut down all 
its 49 plants. Closing of its Mer- 
cury plant at St. Louis is set for 
tomorrow. 

In agreeing to negotiations Ford 
said his company assumed that 
the talks would be “continued un- 
til this strike can be brought to 
a close.”

Enlargement Caused

‘CEDAR RAPIDS, Ia., May 10— 
Three photographs of the body of 
Byran C. Hattman, St. Louis air- 
craft engineer, were ruled out as 
evidence tdéday in the murder trial 


of Dr. Robert C. Rutledge Jr., St. 
Louis pediatrician, who fought 
Hattman in a hotel room here over 
Hattman’s attentions to the doc- 
tor’s blonde wife. 

The defense succeeded in bar- 
ring the photographs on the 
ground that they were distorted 
by magnification. Thirteen other 
photographs of the knife-scarred 
hotel room where the fight oc- 
curred were admitted as evidence 
by District Judge J. E. Heiserman. 

Picture Enlarged. 

Objection to the photographs 
came after Defense Attorney R. §. 
Milner closely cross examined In- 
dentification Officer Charles Shep- 
ard of the Cedar Rapids Police De- 
partment, who took the pictures, 
and obtained from him testimony 
that a picture of a hole in the wall 
of Room 729 in the Roosevelt 
Hotel, where the body was found 
last Dec. 15, had been enlarged, or 
magnified. 

In another picture, showing the 
bloody body of Hattman on the 
floor of the room, part of the wall 
|was showing. This picture also 
showed the hole in the wall in 
proportion to other things in the 
room, The hole was seen to be no 
more than two inches in diameter. 

Shepard, whe has been ill and 
left his bed to testify, said he took 
fingerprints in the room after 
Hattman’s body was found in a 
pool of blood in the room last Dec. 
15. He found prints, he said, on 
Hattman’s billfold, on the door- 
ways and on two magazines. He 
added that they had not yet been 
identified, however. 

When the courthouse opened 
this morning there were hundreds 
of Cedar Rapids residents Waiting 
to enter the building, apparently 
eager to hear some of the sensa- 
tional statements, made yesterday 
by defense and prosecution attor- 
neys, repeated today by Witnesses. 
By 9 a.m. the courtroom was filled 
to capacity and several hundred 
waited behind a rope stretched 
across the corridors to keep ‘tne 
overflow out. 

Dr. Rutledge’s wife, Mrs. Sydney 
Goodrich Rutledge, appeared as 
the trial started at 9:20 a.m. She 
looked fresh in a white blouse 
and a long black bolero skirt. She 
glanced about the courtroom as 
she took her seat beside her hus- 
band at the counsel table. 

In testifying yesterday Shepard 
described the hotel room where 
Hattman’s body was found. He 
said plaster was knocked off the 
wall and doors and woodwork 
were gouged and had long 
scratches, apparently made with

Friends Yields No Clues 
— Victim Not Crim- 
inally Attacked. 


ROANOKE, Va., May 10 (UP) 
— Absence of a logical motive 
today hampered the search for 


the killer of Dana Marie Weaver,. 


16-year-old high school senior who 
was found beaten and strangled 
in a church parish house here yes- 
terday. 

None of the clues seems to add 
up, police said, Questioning of at 
least six teen-aged friends of the 
dead girl produced little informa- 
tion. 

Police Superintendent S. A. 
Bruce said he was inclined to be- 
lieve that the girl was surprised by 
an intruder when she _ entered 
Christ Church Sunday night, look- 
ing for a meeting of the Youth 
Service League. 

There have been several burglar- 
ies of the Episcopal church in re- 
cent months, Bfuce said. Nothing 
was reported missing this time, 
however. 

The violence of the attack and 
other circumstances surrounding 
the girl’s death did not seem to 
support this theory, however, offi- 
cers said. 

The body was found early yes- 
terday by Alex Roland, the 
church’s janitor. Her bruised, 
beaten body lay in the parish 
house kitchen on the second floor, 
wedged against the lower half of a 
Dutch door. 

Coroner Charles M. Irvin said 
she had been kicked brutall¥ in the 
face and legs, apparently after 
she had fallen to the floor. 

Her fingernails were torn. Her 
throat and. body were blotched 
with ugly bruises. 

She was fully dressed in a neat 
gray suit which relatives said was 
“one of her best,” and Irvin said 
after an inquest that she had not 
been criminally attacked. 

The scene indieated a terrific 
struggle. A trail of broken glass 
led into an adjoining dining room. 
Broken dishes were strewn over 
the kitchen floor. Three chairs 
were turned over. Soft drink bot- 
tles were scattered about, and 


| police thought the killer may have 


used one of them to beat the girl 
to death. 

The girl’s 
smashed, the hands at nine 
o'clock, within an hour of the 
time the coroner thought sht died. 
A number of cigarette butts were 
scattered about, indicating that 
the killer either chain-smoked 
while arguing. with the girl or to 
calm his nerves after he killed 
her. 

Investigators. did not rule out a 
sex motive. Superintendent Bruce 
said there had been “quite a few” 
reports of attempts to molest 
women in the area near the 
church recently.

RANIAN REPORTS 
NEW ATTACK BY 
RUSSIAN TROOPS 


Military Informant Says 
Soviet Soldiers Took 
Over Three Outposts 
on Sunday. 


TEHRAN, May 10 (AP)—A mili- 
tary informant said today about 
a regiment of Soviet troops, sup- 
ported by tanks and armored cars, 
attacked and occupied three Irani- 
an outposts in the Azerbaijan area 
Sunday. 

The informant reported one 
Iranian missing and_ several 
wounded. There was no informa- 
tion available on Soviet casualties. 

The informant added that the 
Iranian army commander has pro- 
tested to the Russians and that 
discussions are in progress on the 
spot. No official announcement 
has been made. (Nothing on the 
report has come from Moscow). 

The military informant placed 
the attack in an area just north- 
west of Astara. This is a port of 
Soviet Azerbaijan on the west side 
of the Caspian sea. It is close to 
the border of Iranian Azerbaijan. 

The informant said the Russians 
first attacked Saturday with a 
number of troops and fired on an 
Iranian outpost at Buzarjomenhri. 
The Iranian garrison returned the 
fire and the Russians withdrew, 
waiting until the next day to at- 
tack again. . 

This is the latest in a series of 
reports of Soviet-Iranian border 
incidents which have heightened 
the tension between the two coun- 
tries. Recently Gurgan, an-Irani- 
an town on the Caspian in north- 
east Iran, was reported to be the 
scene of an incident in which an 
Iranian was killed and two others 
captured.

‘Impossible’ to Defend 
Germans Under War 
Crimes Court’s Rulings, 
He Tells Senators. 


WASHINGTON, May 10 (AP)— 
Lt, Col. John 8. Dwinell, who was 
detailed to defend 73 German 
storm troopers charged with the 
Malmedy massacre ‘killings, con- 
tended yesterday they did not get 
a fair trial. 

He appeared before a Senate 
Armed Services subcommittee in- 
vestigating the trial of Germans 
accused in connection with the 
killing during the 1944 Battle of 
the Buige. 

Col. Dwinell told the committee 
it was “impossible” to defend the 
Germans properly under the rul- 
ings of the war crimes court, 

“These accused did not get a 
proper defense-~—that will always 
be my contention,” said Dwinell, 
one of six American lawyers as- 
signed to defend the Nazi soldiers, 
Six German lawyers also aided in 
the defense. 

Dwinell, a former New York 
City lawyer, testified that defense 
attorneys did not have adequate 
time to prepare the case, were de- 
nied a petition to have the case 
split into several parts and were 
subjected to different rules than 
the prosecution. 

He said the Germans complained 


they had been mistreated by Army 
investigators but Dwinell added 
he did not know of his own knowl- 
edge of any brutality or decep- 


ition used on them,

Highway Police Head Orders 
Arrests '‘After a _ Brief 
Warning Period.’ 


Hitchhikers will have to depend 
more on “hiking” and less on 
“hitching” along Illinois highways 
in the future, or risk arrest by 
state police. 

In compliance with an order 
issued by Superintendent Harry 


J. Curtis of the Illinois State 
Highway Police that the _ state 
statute against hitchhiking be en- 
forced, state police at French Vil- 
lage headquarters, near Belleville, 
announced they would begin ar- 
resting hitchhikers “after a brief 
warning period.” 

Lt. George Keulks, in charge 
at the French Village, said the 
state law was not enforced dur- 
ing the war because of the trans- 
portation problems resulting from 
gasoline rationing. 

Hitchhikers who are arrested, 
he said, will be prosecuted either 
as vagrants or under the prohibi- 
tory law, because “most hitchhik- 
ers are either hoboes or college 
students.” 

Strict enforcement of the hitch- 
hiking order might. force some 
students to drop out of school and 
put about 150 others “in hot water 
meeting expenses,” Dean of Men 
Marshall Hiskey said at Southern 
Illinois University, Carbondale. He 
estimated 300 to 400 students 
hitchhike to and from their homes 
every weekend. 


ILLINOIS BINGO BILL FAILS 
IN UNOFFICIAL HOUSE VOTE 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill, May 10 
(AP) — The Illinois House today 
refused to approve a bill to legal- 
ize bingo if proceeds are used for 
religious, charitable or educational 
purposes. 

The unofficial roll call showed 
the bill received only 57 of 77 re- 
quired votes when sponsors post- 
poned consideration. This move 
keeps the bill alive for another 
try later. ' 

Opponents denounced the meas- 
ure as an opening wedge to “all 
sorts of gambling.” Representa- 
tive T. J. Sullivan (Dem.), Spring- 
field, one of the bill’s 44 sponsors, 
said bingo should be legalized the 
same as horse race betting.

Board Acts Wheh Direc- 
tor of Safety Says Pur- 
pose of Group Violates 
Ordinance. 


The Board of Public Service to- 
day denied a permit for the 
Planned Parenthood Association to 
continue operating its clinic at 
4817A Delmar boulevard. Action 
was taken on a motion by Charles 
J. Riley, director of public safety, 
recommending disapproval. 

In a letter to the board, Riley 
said the purpose of the organiza- 
tion was contrary to city ordi- 
nance, specifically Section 1737 of 
the revised code. That ordinance 
prohibits sale or gift of any con- 
traceptive device. 

Riley pointed out that exceptions 
to the prohibition, listed in Section 
1738, are registered physicians, 
pharmacists, wholesale druggists 
and jobbers. Since the Planned 
Parenthood Association does not 
come under any of these excep- 
tions, Riley said, “it cannot law- 
fully operate such a clinic.” — 

John J. O’Toole, director of pub- 
lic welfare, signed the letter with 
Riley. Others on the board who 
voted against issuance of the an- 
nual permit were Director of Pub- 
lic Utilities Conway Briscoe and 
Director of Streets and Sewers 
Frank Kriz. Frank McDevitt, 
president of the Board of Public 
Service, and also a member of the 
board, was absen. ° 

Mrs. Marjorie Davis, executive | 
secrétary of the association, ap- 
plied for the permit. A birth con- 
trol clinic sponsored by the same 
association was ousted last July 
14 from quarters in the St. Louis 
County Health Department build- 
ing, 651 South Brentwood boule- 
vard, Clayton. That clinic is now 
at 145 West Jefferson road, Kirk- 
wood. 

Informed of the board’s action, 
Mrs. Davis said: “We have been 
operating here for 17 years. Every 
year our permit has been renewed 
without question by the city, un- 
til last year when Mr, Riley ob- 
jected. 

“Former City Counselor (George 
L.) Stemmler gave an opinion that 
sale of contraceptives, under di- 
rection of a physician, was legal. 
We appeared before the Board of 
Public Service and got the permit, 
with Mr. Riley dissenting.

The Democratic aldermen, at 
their organizational meeting, 
adopted new board rules, which 
stripped Albanese of all authority 
and provided he could vote only 
in case of a tie. 

Responding to Ziegenbalg, Alba- 
nese said, “I don’t think my vot- 
ing would be a violation of any 
rules. The board president is 
given the right to vote under the 
city charter. If you can take it 
away from him, you can take it 
away from any member. 

“We haven't the cominform 
here, nor are we under Hitler,” 
he added heatedly. 

Alderman Jasper C, -Caston 
then pointed out that the city 
charter provides the legislative 
authority of the city “shall be 
vested in the Board of Aldermen, 
which shall consist of the presi- 
dent and 28 members.”

POLICY KING LOSES 
N APPEAL FROM 


TAX CONVICTION 


-|Higher Court Upholds 


Trial Judge’s Charge 
to Jury in Harry WwW. 
Schuermann Case. © 


The conviction of Harry W. 
Schuérmann, St. Louis policy king, 
tenced to 
four years’ imprisonment and to 
pay a $40,000 fine for income tax 
evasion, was affirmed today by 
the United States Court of Ap- 
peals. 

An opinion written by United 
States Circuit Judge John B. San- 
born held that District Judge 
Rubey M. Hulen, the trial judge, 
had ruled fairly and properly in 


his charge to the jury and in re- 


jecting certain defense objections 
cited in the appeal. 4 

“If the Government’s evidence 
was sufficient to make the ques- 
tion of the defendant’s alleged 
falsification of income tax re- 
turns one of fact for the jury, the 
defendant was not entitled to an 
instruction for a directed verdict 
of acquittal,” the opinion stated. 

“We say this because the evi- 
dence disclosed the usual badges, 
or indicia, of the deliberate con- 
cealment of income,” the opinion 
continued. “These badges were 
namely, intentional failure to 
maintain financial records, a 
much-visited safe deposit box 
rented under another name, the 
use of large sums of currency and 
the purchase of property in the 
names of other persons.” 

Schuermann was charged with 
income tax evasion for the four 
years, 1942-45, inclusive. His at- 
torneys sought to introduce 22 sug- 
gestions for Judge Hulen’s instruc- 
tions to the jury, which Judge Hu- 
len rejected. The Court of Ap- 
peals held that the suggestions 
were made out of time and were 
“fatally defective.” 


Schuermann was found guilty 


by a jury last July 2 on four 
counts of an indictment alleging a 
tax evasion of $140,824 in the four 
years cited, The Court of Appeals 
said the government §recon- 
structed the defendant's probable 
net worth and the jury inferred 
that loans and-investments in ¢x- 
cess of reported income repre- 
sented an increase in net worth 
for taxable income. The Govern- 
ment’s presentation method was 
necessary because of Schuer- 
mann’s failure to keep records, the 
opinion stated. 

Following his conviction, Schuer- 
mann elected to remain in jail, 
rather than start his prison sen- 
tence pending his appeal. He has 
received no credit for the jail time 
and. his sentence will not begin 
until he enters a federal prison 
to be designated by the Attorney 
General of the United States.

To insure a continuously improving and 
expanding telephone service, the com- 
pany has announced that next week it 
will have to ask approval by the Mis- 
souri Public Service Commission of a 
further adjustment in rates for local 
service in the 68 exchanges served by 
the company in Missouri: and on long 
distance calls within the state. 


The changes to be proposed in the 
St. Louis dial zone will be the first in 
basic business rates,since 1925 and the 
first in basic residence rates since 1920.

Many sober Europeans go farther: They believe that American

- @emocracies, and a well-backed United Nations, can prevent war in- 
definitely. With those facts on record, it becomes permissible to dis- 


cuss how an East-West war would be fought, where, and by whom, 


if it did break out. It is best to 
not be fought. 


Attention here in France and 
elsewhere in western Europe has 
centered on the question whether 


United States and Britain intend 
to defend France and other west- 


ern European countries in the 


event of war or to retire tqySpain 
and the British Isles a..d conduct 
a long-range rocket-bomb war 
‘against the Soviet Union and the 
Soviet-occupied countries of Eu- 
rope. A good many Frenchmen 
have swallowed the Communist 
tale that Britain intends to defend 
itself “to the last Frenchman,” 
and that the United States like- 
wise is going to make a martyr of 
Marianne. 

The British evacuation of Dun- 
kirk in 1940, which probably pre- 
vented a German victory and 
gaved everybody, including the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union, is still regarded here as an 
act of cowardice and disloyalty. 
That is what the Germans en- 
couraged the French to believe 
during their occupation of France, 
and it is what the Russians en- 
courage them to believe now. 

So the story goes that “the 
British are planning another Dun- 

* kirk.” 

The fact that this is not true 
will not prevent Frenchmen from 
continuing to believe it, but the 
fact remains that it is nonsense. 

Bradley Stated Proposition. 

Britain in the first place and 
the United States in the second 
place could not contemplate an 
evacution of the continent with 
anything short of horror.

The United States would do like- 
wise for the same reason. There 
would be absolutely nothing to be 
gained and everything to be lost 
by failing to defend the western 
periphery of Europe, right straight 
up to the North Cape. 

It must be repeated again that 
no responsible people think there 
is likely to be a war this year or, 
with good management, in the in- 
definite future, but, if war does 
come between East and the West, 
the form it takes will depend on 
the time when it breaks out and 
the situation of the western coun- 
tries at that time.

BUNCHE CALLS FOR 
“SOLUTION TO NEGRO 


Asserts Question Is Perhaps 
More Baffling Than Pal- 


estine Issue. 


NEW YORK, May 10 (AP)— 
Dr. Ralph J. Bunche, acting 
United Nations mediator for Pal- 
estine, said last night the Negro 
problem in the United States “is 
perhaps more baffling than the 
Palestine problem.” 

Bunche, whose mediation-helped 
to ‘end the fighting in the Holy 
Land, spoke at a dinner given 
in his honor by the American As- 
sociation for the United Nations. 

Trygve Lie, United Nations sec- 
retary-general, also spoke. Lie ex- 
pressed belief the cold war in 
Germany could be settled by con- 
ciliation in “the United Nations 
way.” 

Bunche, who said he spoke “as 
an American and a Negro,” said: 

“TI cannot avoid reminding my 
fellow Americans that all of us 
who have a.sense of justice and 
fair play must contribute to the 
solution of a Problem on our door- 
step, which is perhaps more com- 
plex and baffling than the Pales- 
tine problem, if our country is 
to be enabled fully to live up to 
the principles of the Charter to 
which all of the United Nations 
are solemnly pledged.”

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Arctic Defense 
Methods Perfected 
to Help Troops

CHURCHILL, Manitoba, 
May 10 (AP). 
N this winter wasteland, United 
States and Canadian soldiers 
have learned secrets which could 
help protect America from any 
possible invasion through the Ca- 
nadian Arctic. 

It is here—on the bleak, wind- 
whipped shores of Hudson bay — 
that a strategy is being prepared 
so any invasion forces which 
might gain a foothold in the far 
northland would be wiped out. 


Any sort of combat would pre- 
sent problems here where the tem- 
perature dives to 70 below zero. 
It is a land of muskeg quagmires, 
of desolate barrens, of mighty 
lakes and rivers—and of uranium. 


Most of what the hard-working 
American and Canadian soldiers 
have found out is shrouded in mili- 
tary secrecy. But it is known that 
the joint defense forse has drawn 
on the Arctic lore of Eskimos and 
Indians. It has tapped the knowl- 
edge of fur traders, trappers and 
the Royal Canadian Mounted Po- 
lice. 


For the rest, it worked out on a 
trial-and-error basis brand-new 
methods of keeping men in such 
physical condition they can do 
battle under Arctic conditions. 

In the field of transport, the 
Army men are known to have used 
successfully new adaptions of 
motorized sleds. Caterpillar 
treads enable them to push for- 
ward over the wind-packed snow- 
drifts and quaking muskeg. 


The Canadian Army, for its part, 
also is preparing northern civilians 
to guard such vital defense points 
as the Alaska highway if need 
be. Hunters, trappers, lumber 
men and others are being organ- 
ized in co-operation with the 
mounted police and the Hudson’s 
Bay Co. 

But in the event of attack, the 
burden of defense would fall on 
regular military units. The Cana- 
dian Defense Department only re- 
cently said troops would — and 
could—be moved swiftly in case 
of need to such important out- 
posts as the Eldorado uranium 
mines near Great Slave Lake.

50,000 BRITISH MINERS IDLE

The Post-Dispatch has printed the illuminat- 
ing article of Nathan Robertson in the Progres- 
sive telling how Whitaker and Baxter go about 
manufacturing “public sentiment.”

All 
this, of course, is to be on a “personalized” 
basis to avoid the appearance of mass propagan- 
da. 

’ Professional publicists do play an important 
role in American life. They are used by many 
industrial firms as advisers to increase the sale 
of products, to smooth relations between man- 


agement and labor and to avoid troublesome ; 
One of the 


complications with public opinion. 
most brilHant feats of a professional publicist 
was when Ivy Lee transformed the name of 
Rockefeller from one of reproach to one of es- 
teem. He did so by persuading John D. Rocke- 
feller the Elder to give away many millions for 
philanthropic purposes. That was a construc- 
tive stroke for the human race, as well as for 
the name of Rockefeller. 

But sometimes it is necessary to ask upon 
‘what meat doth this, our Caesar, feed that he 
has grown so great? If so vital a national is- 
sue as health insurance can be decided by the 
special, ingenious and concealed pressures of a 
firm of professional publicists, then democracy 
has been perverted. The healthy clash of opin- 
ion out of which great decisions come has been 
supplanted by a form of mental mass production. 


Just as the people of the United States last 
fall laughed at the confident predictions of the 
pollsters and voted their own choice for Presi- 
dent, so, we believe, they will refuse to accept 
government by Whitaker and Baxter, or by any 
other artificial molders of public opinion. How- 
ever slick the pressure methods; the question 
of national medical care will be decided on its 
merits in the democratic manner. 
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Experiment With Pork 

Bills have been introduced in the House and 
Senate to stage a limited test of the Brannan 
plan’s most marked departure from present poli- 
cies. The test commodity is pork; the time is 
later this year, when a bumper crop of hogs is 
expected to come to market. Under the present 
price support formula, the Government might 
have to buy up $230,000,000 worth of pork, 
which would be almost a net loss since there is 
little export demand for pork. | 

If the experiment is staged, the law of supply 
and demand will be permitted to take its course, 
the price will probably fall below the present 
floor, and the Government will make up the dif- 
ference by direct payments to farmers. Some of 
the $230,000,000 will be saved if the people eat 
enough pork to keep the price above $15.40 a 
hundredweight. And even if the price goes 
somewhat lower than that figure, the experi- 
ment will bring more meat within the reach of 
low-income families, a benefit also to be 
considered. 
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Challenge to Decency in Illinois 

A small group of men who hold seats in the 
Illinois House have beén doing their best to kill 
three bills sponsored by the Chicago Crime 
Commission. These men are much closer to the 
underworld than they are to the will and needs 
of law-abiding citizens. They tried to get the 
Stevenson Administration to sell out the anti- 
crime bills in exchange for votes for the consti- 
tutional convention. When the Governor would 
not make a deal, they retaliated by voting 
against allowing the convention question to go 
to the people. 

This group of Chicago legislators is about to 
make a final stand against the anti-crime bills. 
It hopes to knife them all in the House Judici- 
ary Committee, where the bills were sent after 
passage by the Senate. The Judiciary Commit- 
tee will be faithless to its trust if it pays any 


serious attention to this anti-social clique. 


One of the bills it wants to ax to death would 
extend the life of a Cook county grand jury 
from 30 to 90 days. A 30-day grand jury is 
hobbled before it gets under way. Just when it 
begins to reach the bottom of a crime situation, 
it must automatically adjourn. There is no way 
for it to be extended. , Another grand jury ntust 
be sworn in and start all over again. 

The average life of a St. Louis grand jury 
runs from two to three months. No one would 
think of restricting one to 30 days and not a day 


‘more. Federal grand juries may continue for 18 


months. The wonder is that Cook county has 
been able to combat crime at all with its grand 
jury period stacked in favor of criminals. 

The other bills, which concern perjury and 
immunity from prosecution, also are wholly 
meritorious. As Gov. Stevenson says, they will 
“improve the administration-of criminal justice 
in Illinois.” They should be passed, among 
other reasons, to put the underworld clique at 
Springfield in its low place. 
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Dollars Against Ice on the Wings

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Portrait of the Fake MVA 

The doubts which Nebraska’s GSv. Peterson 
voices concerning the Missouri Basin Inter- 
agency Committee, of which he is a member, are 
more. deadly than perhaps he realizes. -We have 
often referred to this committee as “the fake 
MVA,” and Gov. Peterson’s remarks document 
that charge, unintentionally though it may be. 

What are the misgivings which Nebraska's 
Governor confides to his fellow-Governors of 
the Missouri Valley states and the representa- 


tives of federal agencies, who compose the Inter- 3 


agency committee? 

First, he says that “if there’s any merit to 
criticisms of Interagency it’s in our lack of co- 
ordination.” As all the Interagency committee 
sets out to do is co-ordinate, its lack of co- 
ordination is plenty to criticize. 

Gov. Peterson goes on to describe a really 
first-rate example of the committee’s weaknesses. 
Though public power is one of the most impor- 
tant parts of the development program which the 
Interagency committee is supposed to be co- 
ordinating, Mr. Peterson says that in all his 
service on that body he has never heard it men- 
tioned once. 

In contrast with the Interagency committee’s 
apparent apathy toward that subject, Gov. Peter- 
son reports that “some of the states are anxious 
about public power development in their states.” 
The same anxiety to be ready for public power 
when it came was evident all over the Tennessee 
Valley in the beginning days of TVA. No part 
of that valley wanted to be left behind in the 
industrialization which lower-priced power 
would promote. No part of the Missouri valley 
wants to be left behind now. But Gov. Peter- 
son's remarks do not suggest that the Inter- 
agency committee is doing much to look out 
after the interests of all. 

Gov. Peterson further reports that the commit- 
tee hasn’t even seen the massive plans of the 
Department of Agriculture for the Missouri Val- 
ley.

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The Rev. London Should Apologize 


The Rev. Holland B. London owes the St.

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A Watch on the Ruhr 

When the Four Powers sit down for their 
talks about the future of Germany the biggest 
problem will be not Berlin, but the Ruhr. 

Berlin is largely a political problem, aggra- 
vated by geography. It results from the fact 
that the United States, Britain, France and Rus- 
sia all are trying to occupy sectors of a war- 
blasted city, deep in the Russian zone. When 
political contentions began to arise, geography 
became a complicating factor and in the end the 
Russians resorted to the blockade, which this 
week will be lifted after a year. 

The Ruhr has appeared in fewer headlines, 
but it is an issue more deeply seated. It is a 
problem of economics—specifically a problem 
of management of industrial production. In fact, 
the Ruhr has undoubtedly been a factor in caus- 
ing the Russians to lift the blockade. The coun- 
ter blockade, set up by the democracies, has 
kept western German goods, supplies and prod- 
ucts out of the Russian zone. For months Ruhr 
products have not gone into the Red area. 

This was a result that the Russians had not 
counted on. Or perhaps they had expected the 
blockade to do the trick in short order and for 
the Western Allies to withdraw to their zones. 
That would have left the Ruhr as the next target 
and the Russians would have been in much 
stronger position to apply their next pressure. 

The coal and coke of the Ruhr, and the steel 
which they produce are vital to European indus- 
try. This whole operation must be kept on an 
international basis, supervised closely by the 
democratic powers. The Allied Military Gov- 
ernors, and their successors, the High Commis- 
sioners, cannot be allowed to turn the Ruhr over 
to either its old Nazi operators or to a new 
set which would dearly love to run the Ruhr, 
namely, the Communists. 

Here is the real test for the conference which 
is coming. Watch Berlin, but keep an even 
closer eye on the rapidly reviving Ruhr. 


Commission Against Crime 

In forming the St. Louis Crime Commission, 
a group of public-spirited citizens seeks to unite 
the front against law-breakers. It should be a 
potent force in preventing crime as well as in 
insuring punishment of the guilty after the of- 
fense has been committed. 

Crime commissions in Chicago, Cleveland, 
Baltimore, Washington and Miami show what 
such an organization can do. It does not attempt 
to supplant any of the agencies of law detection 
and enforcement. It does make investigations 
and lead citizens into action to uphold the hands 


of the detection and enforcement agencies.

The shocking story of the Illinois news- 
paper men who were found to have been 
on the payroll of the former Green Admin- 
istration was told in detail in Sunday’s 
Journal. The names of the newspaper men 
were found hidden in the state payroll rec- 
ords. They were listed as investigators, 
messenger-clerks, field men, co-ordinators, 
laborers, but never as newspaper men. To 
date, 37, representing 36 papers, have been 
involved. (Fourteen additional names were 
added to the list in a Post-Dispatch story 
last Friday.—Editor’s Note.) Some are pub- 
lishers, some editors, a few reporters. They 
represent, mostly, the smaller Illinois news- 
papers, some dailies and some weeklies. 


There is no use mincing words about this 
situation. The truth is that former Gov. 


Green and his administration were out to 


“buy” these men, their influence and the 
influence of their newspapers. 

It’ was a venal betrayal of democracy 
and honest government by the then Gov- 
ernor of Illinois and his Republican ad- 
ministration. 

But, what is worse—these newspaper men 
were ready and willing to be bought. They 
knew they were expected to become mouth- 
pieces for a political machine, to forego 
their rights of criticism, to violate the 
basic principles of American journalism. 

Some of those involved in this scandal 
have said that they did some legitimate 
work in return for the money they collect- 
ed. Perhaps they did. But that is not the 


point. 


The point is that these men, as owners, . 


editors and employes of newspapers, have 
a public obligation to be honest with their 
readers. The readers look to them for im- 


partial news stories and for objective and 
fair editorial comment. They expect the 
newspaper to be their —— against 
fraud and corruption. 


How can you be impartial if you are on a 
state machine’s payroll? 

America gives its newspapers extraordi- 
nary privileges. We refer to freedom of the 
press, granted under the first amendment 
to the Constitution, Under this the news- 
paper claims, and is given, special status as 
a pillar of free and honest government. 


The 37 Illinois newspaper men violated 
this fundamental of our American system. 

The Journal wishes to pay fullest credit 
to the newspaper men who uncovered this 
disgraceful situation. They are Roy J. 
Harris of the St..Louis Post-Dispatch and 
George Thiem of the Chicago Daily News. 
Both they and their newspapers deserve 
the gratitude of the American press and 
the American people. 

There is a part of this job, however, that 
remains to be done. The people of Illinois, 
and of the nation, should be made to know 
that the American press is united against 
such betrayals. 

Perhaps there is no machinery by which 
these men can be disciplined. But there are 
ways in which they can be repudiated. 
Newspapers should go on record, organi- 
zations of newspaper men should express, 
themselves. And if these men are mem- 
bers of press associations in Illinois or 
in the nation, their ouster should be seri- 
ously considered. They are not deserving 
af membership. 

If the American press wants to maintain 
the respect of the American people, it had 
better be firm on this Illinois mess.

Passion in Curacao 


MACAMBA, a7 .t Lilla Van Saher. (E. P. Dutton & Co., 

New York, $3.00.) 

The fierce unrest that possessed Paul 
Hekke, hero of the gnovel “Macamba,” 
seems to characterize the life of the 
author, Lilla Van Saher. Born in Hungary, 
she received her early education in Switz- 
erland, then studied philosophy at the Sor- 
bonne and medicine at the Ecole de Medi- 
cin, Paris. Forsaking. medicine, the aythor 
first became a model and then a motion 
picture actress. It was not until she came 
to America that Mrs. Yan Saher wrote her 
first book. 

In “Macamba” the author has ambi- 
tiously included the romance of travel lit- 
erature by placing her story in Curacao, 
Netherlands West In- 
dies; the sex interest 
that seems essential 
in best sellers; the 
sensitive hero who is 
made fascinating by 
his bit of roguishness 
and who symbolizes 
a minority which has 
been victimized by 
race prejudice. 

The plot is basical- 
ly simple and fresh. 
It tells the story of 
the passionate rebel- 
lions of Paul Hekke, 
; the hero, against an 

Lilla Van Saher unjust discrimination 
leveled against him as the illegitimate son 
of a native woman and a wealthy, renegade 
“macamba” (as the white man in Cura- 
cao is called). 

The theme, of course, has many possi- 
bilities of dramatic and socially significant 
treatment, especially when considered 
against the Curacao background of group 
hatreds—white for black, the aristocracy 
for the nouveau riche and so on. The 
author,* however, neglects these striking 
possibilities because she is too much con- 
cerned with the sensational aspects of the 
native life such as the black magic of the 
Indian Brouhador and the forbidden pas- 
sion dance of the Balea di Tamboe. 

The hero is unable to conquer his sense 
of inferiority so long as he remains in 
Curacao; so the author takes him to Eu- 
rope and the war where he witnesses the 
Nazi persecution of the Jews. Seeing race 
prejudice in operation on a scale that he 
could hardly have imagined Paul becomes 
more philosophical about his own situa- 
tion. Moreover his war record, a heroic 
one, wins the admiration of his home 
community and softens up his father to 
the: point where he is willing to recognize 
Paul as his son. 

Paul settles down in an atmosphere of 
general respect so far as the community 
is concerned and | dates worship from his 
sympathetic wife. So all ends happily. But 
it is a strictly individual solution with 
little bearing on the main problem. Cu- 
racao is still a place where a man who 
is half-black, half-white will have. little

JEFFERSON CITY, May 10~ 
The Missouri Supreme Court again 
ruled yesterday that Union Elec- . 
tric Co. of Missouri is subject to ~ 
taxes levied by the St. Louis Coun- 
ty Library District far support of 
a free county library. ~ 7 

Division No. 2 of the Supreme 
Court last March affirmed a rul- 
ing of St. Louis County Circuit 
Court that Union Electric must 
pay the tax, 10 cents on the $100 
assessed valuation, on its so-called 
distributable property in the. li- 
brary district. The case was trans- 
ferred for rehearing by the Su- 
preme Court en banc, which yes- 
terday afternoon adopted the orig- 
inal opinion of Division No. 2 up- 
holding the tax. 

The test case against Union 
Electric, involving a tax bill of 
$18,956, also settles validity of the 
tax as to other utility companies 
and railroads with property in the 
district. 

The Supreme Court overruled 
contentions by Union Electric that 
Missouri tax laws did not author- 
ize levying of the library district 
tax against distributable property 
of a public utility. The court held 
the tax “is plainly within the pro- 
vision of those statutes.” = 

Distributable property of a pub- 
lic utility includes certain operat- 
ing property such as plant, poles, 
wire, right-of-way, track and other 
equipment, which is assessed for 
taxation by the State Tax Com- 
mission. The assessment is appor- 
tioned to counties in which the 
utility operates, under a distribu- 
tion formula prescribed by law.

NEW YORK, May 10 (AP)— 
The average American family in 
1948 earned $222 more after taxes 
than in 1947, Sales Management 
magazine says. 

The magazine said its twentieth 
annual survey of buying power 
showed 80 per cent of this added 
income was spent in retail stores. 
Of total take-home pay, it added, 
69 cents of every dollar was spent 
on retail store purchases. Retail 
sales in 1948, the magazin® con- 
tinued, increased 11 per cent, while 
buying’ income after taxes went up* 
10 per cent. But of the increased 
sales, 8 per cent was attributed to 
higher prices and 3 per cent to 
greater unit sales.

NLRB ORDERS VOTE AT MORLEY 
STOVE PLANT IN MASCOUTAH 


WASHINGTON, May 10 (AP)— 
The National Labor Relations 
Board announced today it had or- 

ed an election among produc- 
tion and maintenance employes of 
the .Morley Manufacturing Co., 
Mascoutah, II. 

The employes will vote on 
whether to retain as bargaining 
agent the AFL International 
Molders and Foundry Workers’ 
Union of North American, elect 
the AFL, Stove Mounters’ Inter- 
national Union of North America, 
or accept neither union. 

The board, in ordering the elec- 
tion, held that the present con- 
tract between the molders’ union 
and the Manufacturers’ Protective 
and Development Association “can- 
not operate to bar a present de- 
termination of representatives.”

Babies Are 
Human, Too, 
Says Doctor 
By C. A. Dean, M.D. 


ARENTS often overlook the 
obvious fact that babies are 
human beings. In general, the 
same rules of health that apply 
to adults also apply to young chil- 
dren, with only minor changes. 
This axiom is especially true re- 
garding sleeping habits of chil- 
dren, ° 
Babies require a lot of sleep, 
but the same things that produce 
calm and restful sleep in adults 
have the same effect on babies. 
“he baby should never sleep in 
the same bed with his parents. 
Whenever possible the baby’s bed 
should be in his own room or in 
a room with other children. 


Ventilation should be good 
(night air is not bad for babies) 
and the room should be cool, but 
never below 55 to 60 degrees. When 
put to bed for the night the baby 
should be clean and dry, but rub- 
ber pants.should not be used. The 
bed clothes should be warm but 
light in weight. It is better to 
have several light blankets than 
one heavy blanket. Babies sleep 
nd better in a stuffy room than 
adults and whenever possible the 
sleeping room should be aired out. 


As the baby grows older, he will 
normally develop two napping 
times a day. The period imme- 
diately preceding his time of sleep 
should not be too stimulating, as 
it will interfere with his sleep.

It was a preposterous decision. 
Our forces at that moment were 
more than a thousand enemy-held 
miles from Kuralei. We barely had 


enough planes in the Pacific to 


protect the marines on Guadal- 


canal. Our ability to hold what... 


we had grabbed and to digest 
what we held was uncertain. The 
outcome in the Pacific was un- 
decided when the’ men in Wash- 
ington agreed that next they 


would take Kuralei, 


Equally fantastic men in Russia 
made equally fantastic decisions. 
They forgot that Von Paulus was 
at the gates of Stalingrad. They 
were saying: “And when we have 
captured. Warsaw, we will sweep 
on directly to Posnan. If neces- 
sary, we will bypass that city and 
strike for the Oder. That is what 
we will do.” 

And in London, Americans and 
British ignored) Rommel at the 
threshold of Alexandria and rea- 
soned calmly, “When we drive 
Rommel out of Tunisia, and when 
you Americans succeed in your 
African venture, we will land upon 
Sicily in this manner.” 

That each of these three gran- 
diose dreams came true is a mira- 
cle of our age. I happened to see 
why the Kuralei adventure suc- 
ceeded.

It’s even possible to get too tired 
to sleep! It seems to me that an 
ounce of fatigue prevention is 
worth a two weeks’ rest cure... 
and something everybody who 
leads a busy life needs to learn. 
The people who accomplish amaz- 
ing amounts in any day and are 
famed for their success in a mul- 
titude of activities inevitably turn 
out to be masters ‘of snatching a 
minute or two of sleep (literally) 
whenever they can; relaxing their 
bodies at their mind’s command; 
combating fatigue in a myriad lit- 
tle ways. 

After a long day’s work, it’s 
natural to feel tired, but it’s too 
bad if your fatigue spoils your 
evening hours. If you find your- 
self frequently saying “I'm too 
tired to go out tonight,” try some 
of these tricks. You can easily 
combat fatigue, if you know how. 

All during the day, you can 
ward off that 5 o’clock feeling by 
standing and sitting in relaxed 
positions.
